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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipatec 
by DE 19753461 of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses two-component curable compositions fro dental elastic 
impression compounds comprising a base component, which contains N-alkylaziridine 
ether polyols and polyols, and a catalyst component, which contain at least one acid 
such as tetrafluoroboric acid (see Abstract, col. 3, lines 53-end; the claims, the 
Examples and the Tables). 

Note that the alkaline earth and/or alkali compounds may be added both to the 
catalyst component and to the base component in that they may be obtained from 
polyhydric alcohols (see col. 4, line 39). In case of said alcohols is in excess, then said 
excess amount of polyhydric alcohols will react with said boric acid to form boric acid 
complexes, as in the claims. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DE 19753461 of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses a process for the preparation of elastomer materials 
based on N-alkylaziridino compounds, as stated above. 

The reference further discloses the use of other starters such as sulfonium 
hexafluoroantimonate (see Table 1 at col. 8), as required in claim 18. 

The disclosure of the reference differs from the instant claims in that it does not 
disclose the use of phenolic containing component as a OH-functional complexing 
agents. 

However, the reference does disclose the use of polyhydric alcohols having the 
same functionality with said complexing agents in the process. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select the polyhydric alcohols from the 
reference to replace said OH-functional complexing agents since they have been shown 
to be effective in a similar system and thus would have been expected to provide 
adequate results. There is no showing of unexpected results derived from said 
selection. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 20 provides for the use of elastomer materials, but, since the claim does 
not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it

merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966).
